Applicants' arguments, filed on 3/6/08, have been approved and entered. They 
have been fully considered. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous 
office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are 
either newly applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being 
applied to the instant application. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1, 5-7, 15 and 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Shchepinov et al. (US 
6,455,071). 

Shchepinov et al. disclose a solid support comprising a surface covalently 
functionalized with phosphorous-containing dendrimers having a central core that 
contains functional group (see Figure 1 and 2) and comprising functional groups at the 
periphery (see abstract). The solid support can be made of glass, or plastics, etc. (see 
col. 4). Figures 1 and 2 show the covalent attachment of the dendrimers and the solid 
support. Col. 8 discloses binding of molecules of interest to said dendrimers. 

Claim 1 has added functions which the prior art has not analyzed (size of the 
dendrimers); but given the above 102 rejection analysis substantiating the basic 
characterization of the composition of the invention being the same as the reference, 
these added characteristics are presumed to be inherent in the prior art composition. 
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As it is pointed in In re Fitzgerald (205 USPQ), page 594, 2nd col., 1st full 
paragraph, supports the shifting of the burden of proof to the applicant that the instantly 
claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the prior art. Since both the prior art and 
the instant application prepare and use composition which appeared to be identical for 
immobilizing biological molecules. The prior art therefore suggests that the composition 
therein disclosed are effective in such methods therefore suggesting the instant 
application under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Claims 2-4, 8-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
